ICSI|710|2!Mfr;.—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-scction f 1) of section 39 of the 


Company Secretaries Act, 1980 (56 of 1980) 
read with sub-section (3) thereof, the Council, 
with the approval of the Central Government, 
makes the following amendments to the Company 
Secretaries Regulations, 1982, namely :— 

1. (a) These regulations may be called the Com¬ 
pany Secretaries (Amendment) Regulations, 1984. 

(b) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Gazette of India. 

2. In the Conipanv Secretaries Regulations, 
1982 (hereinafter referred to as the said regula¬ 
tions) ; 

(1) In regulation 4, in sub-regulation (T)— 

(i) in clause (f) the word “or” shall be in¬ 
serted at the end; 

(ii) after clause (f) as so amended, the fol- 
lowin,g clauses shall be inserted as 
clauses (g) and (h) namely :— 

“(g) had registered himself 3s a student 
with the Institute- oTClttlrtered Secre¬ 
taries & Administrators, )-ondon on 
or before 31st Dccethber, 1972 
and had passed the linal examination 
of that Institute and had either possess¬ 
ed the required practical experience or 
undergone the prescribed practical 
training as stipulated for candidates 
passing the final examination conduct¬ 
ed by the Institute; or 

(h) is an Indian citizen who is a “person 
resident outside India” as defined in 
clause (p) of section 2 of the Foreign 
Exchange Regulations Act, 1973 
(46 of 1973) and has become a mem¬ 
ber of the Institute of Chartered Sec¬ 
retaries and Administrators, London, 
after passing the qualifying examinax 
tion conducted by that Institute and 
had either possessed the required prac¬ 
tical experience in India or abroad, or 
undergone the prescribed practical 
training as stipulated for the candi¬ 
dates passing the final examination 
conducted by the Institute”. 

(2) in Schedule C to the said regulations,— 

(a) in Part I, under the heading ‘Syllabus 
for Preliminary Examination’, in the 
opening portion within brackets, for 
the words “The medium of writing the 
examination is English only”," the 
following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“The medium of writing the examination 
will be English; provided that it .shall 
be competent for the Council to per¬ 
mit, subject to such conditions as it 
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may deem fit and after giving suffi¬ 
cient advance information to the can¬ 
didates, the use of Hindi as a medium 
of writing for any particular subject”. 

(b) in Part II, under the heading ‘Syllabus 
for Intermediate Examination’, in the 
opening portion within brackets, for the 
words “The medium of writing the 
examination is English only”, the follow¬ 
ing shall be substituted, namely ;— 

“The medium of writing the examination 
will be English; provided that ft shall 
be competent for the Council to per¬ 
mit, subject to such conditions as it 
may deem fit and after giving sufficient 
advance information to the candi¬ 
dates, the use of Hindi as a medium 
of writing for any particular subject”. 


(c) in Part HI, under the heading ‘Sylla¬ 
bus for Final Examination’, in the open¬ 
ing portion within brackets, for the words 
“llie medium of writing the examina¬ 
tion is English anly”, the following shall 
be substituted, namely ;— 

“The medium of writing the examination 
will be English; provided that it shall 
be competent for the Council to per¬ 
mit, subject to such conditions as it 
may deem fit and aftei giving suffi¬ 
cient advance information to the can¬ 
didates, the use of Hindi as a medium 
of writing for any particular subject”.
